The  KPFK  Community  Artists'  Work- 
shop is  coming  closer  to  reality.  We  have 
talked  with  Greg  Morris  (Mission  Impos- 
sible), Leonard  Nimoy  (Star  Trek),  Lena 
Home,  Theodore  Sturgeon  and  Oscar 
Brown,  Jr.,  and  all  are  enthusiastic  about 
the  plan. 

It  is  our  objective  to  develop  an  advis- 
ory group  comprised  of  outstanding  mem- 
bers of  the  arts  who  share  our  concern 
for  providing  these  kinds  of  opportunities 
to  the  community.  A  workshop  of  the  kind 
now  planned  will  allow  young  writers  and 
actors  to  gain  experience  and  exposure 
through  radio  broadcastingitself, andpos- 
sibly  through  a  "Workshop  Theatre." 

We  expect  to  have  this  program  in  oper- 
ation by  February  1.  Thus  far  ws  have  con- 
tacted approximately  15  community  work- 
shops in  greater  Los  Angeles  and  are  still 
in  the  process  of  discussing  the  program 
with  other  organizations.  This  promises 
to  provide  very  exciting  broadcasting  as 
well  as  opportunities  for  the  people  in- 
volved. 

On  October  31  (Hallowe'en)  Elliot  Mintz 
sponsored  a  small  party  for  KPFK  which 
netted  five  hundred  dollars.  Entertainment 
was  provided  at  the  party  by  many  well 
known  rock  groups.  The  event,  held  at  the 
Magic  Mushroom,  represented  the  first  in 
a  series  of  fun-fundraising  affairs  created 
by  KPFK's  Development  Department. 

In  a  benefit  last  Thanksgiving  night, 
"Spontaneous  Sound"  volunteered  a  benefit 
concert  for  the  station,  and  has  now  al- 
lowed KPFK  to  sell  its  records.  The  rec- 
ords, called  appropriately,  "Spontaneous 
Sound"  are  for  sale  through  us  at  $4.00 
each,  with  over  half  the  proceeds  going  to 
KPFK.

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The  Danish  composer  Carl  Nielsen  and 
Ernst  Toch  met  for  the  first  and  only  time 
at  the  International  Music  Festival  in 
Frankfurt,  Germany,  in  theSpringof  1927. 
During  this  festival  the  Toch  Piano  Con- 
certo, opus  38,  was  performed,  with  out- 
standing success,  under  the  baton  of  Her- 
mann Scherchen,  with  Walter  Frey  at  tlie 
piano.  The  work  attracted  Nielsen,  and  a 
quick  friendship  was  struckup between  the 
two  men.  Toch  sent  him  a  score  of  the 
Piano  Concerto,  to  which  Nielsen  respond- 
ed with  the  following  letter.  (Translation 
by  Mrs.  Toch.)

Copenhagen,  July  20,  1927 
Dear  Friend  Ernst  Toch, 

You  gave  me  great  joy  by  sending  me 
your  significant  and  masterfully  wrought 
piano  concerto,  and  I  thank  you  for  it  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart.  I  have  thus  been 
able  once  more  to  have  its  contents  pass 
before  my  eyes  and  senses,  and  to  feel 
again  how  much  life  there  is  in  it. 

Today  1  am  going  to  send  the  score  to 
our  most  outstanding  and  excellent  pianist, 
the  court  high  pianist.  Miss  Johanna 
Stackmar.  I  know  in  advance  that  she  will 
study  it  with  the  greatest  interest  (because 
she  values  my  judgment),  and  then  we  will 
see  what  will  happen. 

I  often  think  of  the  festive  days  in  Frank- 
furt, and  especially  of  the  last  wonderful 
evening  when  you  made  your  first,  but 
hopefully  not  your  last,  or  last  before  last, 
speech!! 

Accept,    dear  friend,  my  most  cordial 
greetings,  for  you  and  your  dear  wife.

"Ja    wohl  bin  ich  nur  ein  Wanderer,  ein 

Waller    auf  der    Erde — seid   Ihr   denn 

mehr?" 
("Certainly   I  am  but  a  wanderer  on  the 

earth,    a   pilgrim  —  are  you  anything 

more?') 

This  phrase  from  Goethe's  "Werther" 
struck  the  young  composer  Ernst  Toch 
deeply  when,  as  a  soldier  in  the  first  World 
War,  he  came  upon  it  for  the  first  time.  He 
did  not  then  know  how  prophetic  a  phrase  it 
was  to  be  relative  to  his  whole  future  com- 
posing life.  He  attached  this  phrase  as 
motto  at  the  head  of  his  third  symphony 
(c.1955).  But  he  writes,  "It  was  not  till 
well  after  completion  of  the  score,  how- 
ever, that  the  relation  of  Goethe's  phrase 
to  the  'Wandering  Jew'  struck  me  in  a  sud- 
den flash." 

In  a  sense,  some  of  the  20th  century's 
greatest  composers  will  never  be  known  to 
US;  they  were  killed  in  World  Wars  I  and 
II.  Though  Toch  survived  both  wars,  he  and 
his  compositions  are  very  much  the  vic- 
tims of  World  War  11.  He  was  one  of  the 
many  German  intellectuals  forced  to  flee 
Hitler's  Germany  and  "wander"  thereaf- 
ter. Though  he  spent  many  years  compos- 
ing in  Los  Angeles  and  some  few  years 
later  in  his  life  composing  in  Zurich,  his 
compositions  have  never  really  found  a 
home. 


What  is  really  most  remarkable  about 
Toch  is  the  fact  that  he  kept  the  quality 
of  his  output  so  high  as  the  years  of  ne- 
glect went  on.  He  not  only  wrote,  he  wrote 
well.  Though  idiomatically  his  mode  of 
musical  speech  belongs  to  the  thirties,  the 
era  that  produced  a  Hindemith,  his  com- 
positions were  always  the  unexpected  re- 
sult of  highly  personal  explorations.  He 
never  lapsed  into  being  a  "formula"  com- 
poser, and  though  his  "style"  is  easy 
enough  to  recognize  there  are  always,  par- 
ticularly in  the  orchestral  works,  abso- 
lutely fresh  moments  of  musical  surprise 
for  which  no  one  is  ever  really  prepared, 
no  matter  how  many  times  one  hears  the 
works  in  question. 

Los  Angeles,  as  usual,  has  little  to  be 
proud  of  regarding  its  treatment  of  Toch 
or  his  music.  During  his  last  three  years 
Toch,  sensing  perhaps  that  his  "years  of 
wandering"  on  this  earth  in  all  events, 
were  soon  to  end,  poured  out  a  great  many 
new  works,  some  of  which  are  still  to  be 
performed.  Even  those  people  who  are  fa- 
miliar with  Toch  as  a  composer  rarely 
know  that  he  wrote  not  five  but  seven 
symphonies.  During  the  composer's  life- 
time the  Philharmonic  played  only  one  of 
his  symphonies  (the  second,  under  Wal- 
lenstein).  (Ingolf  Dahl  did  conduct  the  USC 
student  orchestra  in  a  fine  performance  of 
his  fourth,  however.)  Frederick  Delius 
found  his  Thomas  Beecham,  but  Toch  real- 
ly   never    found  his  man. 


Certainly,  then,  it  is  appropriate  that 
KPFK  devote  muchof  its  December  broad- 
cast time  to  the  music  of  this  man.  First 
of  all,  his  80th  birthday  is  December  7, 
1907.  Second,  it  seems  KPFK's  prime  job 
is  to  somehow  bridge  the  great  gap  be- 
tween people  of  like  sensibilities,  and  to 
help  find  for  Toch  and  many  other  com- 
posers the  audience  that  never  heard  their 
music,  and  which  would  have  felt  some- 
thing in  them  respond  to  it  had  they  heard 
it.  And  lastly,  of  course,  is  not  KPFK  a 
"wanderer"  on  the  face  of  this  earth,  pay- 
ing the  price  as  an  institution  that  any 
uncompromising  individualist  pays  —  a 
certain  amount  of  Splendid  Isolation  and 
lack  of  Financial  Support?  And  is  it  not 
appropriate,  therefore,  that  KPFK  try  to 
air  all  of  this  splendid  man's  work  possi- 
ble? Consequently,  we  are  doing  so  this 
month.  With  the  cooperation  of  Lili  Toch, 
the  composer's  widow,  we  will  broadcast 
every  Toch  work  recorded  commercially, 
Manuel  and  Sara  Compinsky  will  perform 
Toch's  Sonata  for  violin  and  piano.  Op.  21 
at  their  annual  recital.  We  hope  to  be  able 
to  broadcast  a  tape  of  a  performance  by 
UCLA  faculty  and  students  of  an  earlyun- 
published  Toch  chamber  symphony  plus 
his  Dance  Suite;  the  newly- formed  Pacif- 
ica  Singers  will  perform  the  rousing  Fuge 
aus  der  Geographie  (Geographical  Fugue), 
the  last  page  of  wiiich  appears  on  the  cov- 
er of  our  program  folio.  Other  programs 
include  two  lectures  read  in  German  by 
Toch  followed  by  English  translations  read 
by  Dr.  Gerhardt  Albersheim ,  reminiscenc- 
es of  the  composer  by  his  former  pupils 
and  an  interview  with  Lili  Toch.  Below  is 
a  list  of  the  seven  symphonies  and  their 
performers.  The  last  two  I  have  not  yet 
heard,  and  I'm  just  as  curious  as  I  hope 
you  are  to  see  what  our  "wandering'  com- 
poser had  to  say  in  his  last  days.  Perhaps
